Every year thousands of chil- 
dren and adults are accidentally 
poisoned by plant enemies they 
did not see and recognize in the 


‘| woods and fields. A little knowl- 


edge and a little care could have 
saved them from the painful ex- 
perience of severe skin inflam- 
mation and water blisters that 
can follow exposure to poison 
ivy, poison oak and poison su- 
mac. : 

The skin irritant of poison ivy, 
oak and sumac is a non-volatile 
phenolic substance called uru- 
shiol, found in all parts of the 
plant including roots, and fruit. 
It oceurs in great abundance in 
the pliant sap. 

‘Denger of poisoning is great- 
est in spring and summer, when 
sap is abundant, and least in 
fall and winter. 

-A very small amount of the 
Poisonous substance can produce 
severe inflemation of the ‘skin 
and is easily transferred from 


a source of prolonged infection. 
Dogs and ‘ats can contact the 
plants and carry poison to chil- 


carries the toxin, and can cause 


isevere cases of poisoning.

fruit have been poisoned. A be- 
lief that eating a few leaves of 
the plant will develop immunity 
is untrue. No part of the plant 
should be eaten. 

First symptoms of itching or 
burning sensation may develop 
in a. few hours or even five days 


or more after contamination. | 


The itching and subsequent in- 
flammation that usually develops 
into water blisters under the! 
skin may continue for several 
days. 

Severe infection may produce 
more serious symptoms, which 
result in much pain through ab-|, 
sesses, enlarged glands, fever, 
or. other complications. Secon- 
dary infections are always a 
possibility in’any break in the 
skin, as occurs when water blis- 
ters break. 

_An ability to identify these 
three plants can help keep you 
safe from poisons, which will 
cause severe skin inflammation 
and water blisters. 

Common poison ivy — also 
known as 3-leaved ivy, poison 
creeper, markweed, picry, and 
mercury, can be very difficult 
to detect when mixed with other 
plants and is sometimes mis- 
takenly used in the home as an 
ornamental. Leaves of common 
poison ivy are extremely vari- 
able in size and shape. 

Oakleaf Poison Ivy, usually oc- 
curs as a low-growing shrub with 
upright stems, The middle of the 
dislinctive three leaves i Usu-} 
ally lobed alike on both margins 
and fine hairs on the under side 
of one of the leaves causes a 
lighter color. 

Poison Oak — known also as 
yeara and poison ivy — is found 
in the Pacific Coast States. It 
commonly grows as a rank up- 
right shrub with many small 
woody stems. They are usually 
gloasy and uneven, with a sticky 
leathery appearance.

Detroit, Mich. — So far this 
year 18,402 income tax refunds 
of Michigan taxpayers have been 
delayed because of mathemati- 
eal errors, Thomas A. Cardoza, 
IRS District Director for Michi. 
gan said today. 

Under the IRS Automatic Data 
Processing System, computers 


: verify mathematical computa- 


tions. Wnen an error is detected, 
IRS must determine the correct 
tax before a reiund can be is- 
sued. 

As a result of these mathema- 
fical errors, Mr. Cardoza said, 
some taxpayers will receive a 
larger one. In some cases, tax- 


payers who made rasthematical 
errors will he billed for addi 


tional taxes, 

Of the first 1,420,602 returns 
processed so-far at the IRS Serv- 
ice Center in Cincinnati, many 
types of errors other than math- 
ematical have been detected. In 
many cases, Mr. Cardoza said, 
these have also led to refund de. 
lays. 

A total of 18,313 failed to sign 
their return. ‘Every tax return 
must be signed and two signa- 
tures are required for a joint 
return. Unsigned returns have 
to be sent back to taxpayers for 
Sees before refunds can be 

cessed. 

Mr. Cardoza asked taxpayers 
to use the Form 1040 pre-ad- 


- dressed name label that came 


with their blank return. Use of 
the label allows IRS to process 
the return more speedjly than 
those without name labels. 

The label contains information 
vital to the processing of the re- 
turn including name, address, 
and Social Seeurity number. Tsx. 
payers who detect an error on 
the label should correct it on 
the label itself: 

‘The IRS Service Center in Cin- 
cinvati up to last week had pro- 
cessed 1,095,794 returns of Mich- 
igan taxpayers due refunds to- 
taking $308,413,727.

He judicated he’ would support whomever the 
Democrats: nominated but dodged the question 
when “asked: “Even Mickey Mouse?” Cahalan 
responded that he thought Mickey Mouse was a 
Republican anyway.

Today, millions of American 
parents are again sitting at 
the doorstep of a similar po- 
tential tragedy. But despite re- 
peated warnings from a U. S. 
Public Health Service advisory 
committee, Many nave remain- 
ed apathetic.
